FRYERS  AND  ROASTERS.  TRADING  ACTIVE  FOR  FOWL,  MODERATE  AND  SOMEWHAT  IMPROVED  FOR 
FRYERS  AMD  ROASTERS.  MARKET  FIRM  ON  FOWL,  STEADY  TO  FIRM  ON  OTHER  CLASSES  OF 
POULTRY.  19  TRUCK  LOADS  INTO  DEALERS  UP  TO  1 P.M.  INCLUDED  Otj  FRYERS,  8 W ROASTERS, 
2 FOWLS  PLUS  1 LOAD  DUE  AND  4 CARS  ON  TRACK,  PLUS  7 DUE.  THERE  WERE  117  COOPS  OF 
FRYERS  AND  ROASTERS  CARRIED  FROM  YESTERDAYS  MARKET.  9 CARS  REPORTED  FOR  T0MMOR0W.
